The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: the handwritten 
corrections in the middle of page 6 are not initialed. A formal amendment is needed to make 
these amendments part of the record. The use of "by-path" is not understood. It is suggested the 
term be changed to be "bypass". 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. In claim 1, line 7, should "lease" be "least"? Also, should "by-path" be changed to 
"bypass"? 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Hedlund et al. or 
Watts. Hedlund shows a cylindrical body 31 with inlet port 15, outlet port 12, connected by an 
inner space having spool 1 1 therein. The spool changes the area of outlet port 12. Spring 51 is 
adjustable by hollow plug 56, which, along with spool port 53, forms the "by-path". Watts shows 
a spool 10 in a cylindrical housing that is capable of closing outlet 6 at point 14. Channel 18 
provides a bypass from inlet 1 to outlet 6. 

Claims 2-6 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and 
any intervening claims. 
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The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. The other references shows valves with a bypass passage that is always open.
